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Most of us who have spent a summer or two on the Cape have felt the genuine need of some sort 
, of entertainment for the summer evenings, something in the way of good plays and concerts, 
and a small group of persons, working under the leadership of Mrs. Hayden Richardson of the Sign 
of the Motor Car Inn, Dennis, is trying to make this possible by establishing a Little Theatre at Den- 
nis or in some other suitable location on the Cape. 
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The present plan is to build a small theatre seating two hundred and fifty people, an old 
barn or two put together in an attractive manner, and in keeping with the general style of New Eng- 
land buildings; and here run a series of plays and concerts over a season of nine weeks each sum- 





~~ ~~Moore Players of Provincetown to take over the management of the theatre. 





The Winston-Moore Players are a company of New York professionals who played in Provincetown 
last summer for the first time, presenting a series of plays over a period of ten weeks, and doing 
them remarkably well, as attested not only by the numerous people on the Cape who saw them 
but by some very favorable newspaper comment throughout the country. Among the plays given 
were Eugene O’Neill’s, ‘‘Beyond the Horizon,’’ and ‘‘Anna Christie,’’ Sutton Vane’s, ‘‘Outward 
Bound,’’ Milne’s, ‘‘Romantic Age,’’ and ‘‘Mr. Pim Passes By,’’ and George Kelly’s, ‘‘The 
Torchbearers.”’ . 


Among the regular members of the company were Morgan Farley, who played the youth oppo- 
site Miss Emily Stevens in ‘‘Fata Morgana,’’ then later played opposite Miss Katharine Cornell in 
““Candida,’’ and is now playing the lead in Dreiser’s, ‘‘An American Tragedy;’’ Mr. Albert Perry, 
who created the parts of Captain Shotover in Shaw’s, ‘‘Heartbreak House,’’ and the grandfather 
in ‘‘Children of the Moon;’’ and Miss Jane Burby, who is now playing an important part in Mar- 
jorie Rambeau’s new play, ‘‘Just Life.’’ All the other members of the company are thoroughly 
apable actors. 









, The Winston-Moore Players are hunting for a more central location on the Cape, and plan a 
_--—__- Season next year with an even better company, and they plan to put on a number of exquisite plays 
next season, exquisite in the sense of something better than the ordinary run of stock plays; 
and among them a number of untried plays. Such well-known persons as Ann Harding, Stewart 
aird, Allison Skipworth, Pedro de Cordoba, and others have indicated their willingness to join 
wat he company from time to time for special roles. Besides the plays, it is planned to run a series of 
_. eoneerts, probably on Sunday evenings, with plays at least fuur evenings each week. 
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In order to have the theatre ready by spring subscriptions are now being taken. Persons who 
subscribe now will become permanent patrons of the Theatre, and will be entitled to special priv- 
ileges whenever possible, and to the best selection of seats at the first night performances of each 
bill. Patron subscriptions for the first season are being sold at one hundred dollars for four tick- 
ets for the first night of each of the nine or ten productions, fifty dollars for two similar season tick- 
ets, and two hundred and fifty dollars for a first night box for each bill. There will be eight boxes 
‘in the theatre and each will seat six persons. The price of seats at the box office will be one, two, 

ps Pana three dollars, and box seats will be five dollars each. Patrons of the theatre will be allowed an 
equitable reduction in prices of seats after the first subscription season.
